Section 2117.05 Compromise and settlement of claims.

On the application of an executor or administrator for authority to compromise and settleaclaim in
favor of or against a decedent's estate, the probate court, upon hearing on such application and after
reasonabl e notice has been given to all persons who would be adversely affected thereby as
determined by the court, may authorize or direct the executor or administrator to compromise and
settle such claim on such terms as the court deems to be for the best interest of the estate. The court
may dispense with the notice of such hearing if it deems notice to be unnecessary. An executor
authorized by the will to make such compromise and settlement may but shall not be required to
apply to the court for such authority.
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
